Ince Fraxcis Brgg to Excuſe the. ſhameful Diſtarbance and 
Malicious Interruption he and his Abettors made at our 
Publick Meeting at 44:lden-ball in Suffolk, the day and year 
aforeſaid, intended by our Friends for the Worſhip and 
Service of Almighty God, the ſaid F. B, his preterce is this, viz. 
That they might not thru$# me ont of the Meeting (as their Prattice at 
London has often been) 1 got a Fuſtice's Warrant, reſolving that if they 
would not let me Fray, I would filence G. W. for that day, which after 
he perceived, he fat down quietly. 

W hence pray obſerve : 1ſt. F. P. got the Warrant, It ſeems *twas 
upon his Information to the Juſtice, and what the Information was 
the Warrant ſhews. 2Gdly, For what end could ke therein turn 
Informer to cobtain-the Warrant ? was it only to fecure himſelf 
from being thruſt out of our Meeting ? No, for no fober perſon | 
need fear that: Or was It to diſturb the Mzeting , and for him- 
jelf to Domineer and Inſult, and Magiſteriaily Command the C2n- 
ſtable to tax? away. Geo. Whitehead, and Execure his Warrant, as 
(Perſecuter-like) he divers.times did ? The Corſtable not Submic=- 
ting to F. BY. therein: Coxſiable (quoth he) do your Off, or. ["{l 
Complain of you, The Warrant it ſelf, and F. Bugz's Infolent end 
Turbulent Pehaviour at thar Mecting will eaſily Evirce kis Infor- 
mation and Excuſe before cited, tobe urjuſt and groundleſs, as is 
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his Inſtance of one ſober Woman whom they commonly thruſt out, and 
ſometimes keep Priſoner, &&c. p. 2. Whereas this his ſober Woman is 
known tobe a Turbulent, Wilful (and partly Diſcompoſed) Perſon, 
a Rayler, a Scold, a Striker, a Fighter , Who alſo hath torn and 
pulled a Friend (or Friends) by the Head, Fair; ask Foſeph North, 
Dennis Dodman, and ſome other Friends about Spirtle-Fields, &c, of 
her Behaviour. And F. B's Alledging the Tryal of Peers is very 
Improper in this caſe ; for it is all one as to tel} vs that Mad or Ma- 
licious folks may not be Reſtrained from doing Miſchief and mak- 
ing Diſturbance without the Tryalof a Jury : No ſober Man would 
haye thus Impertinently Argued.

Theſe are in their Majeſties Names to Authoriſe and Require you, and 
every or any of you, to cauſe the ſaid Perſons and every of them to ap- 
pear forthwith before we or ſome other Juſtice of the Peace of this County 
ro Aiiſwer to the ſaid Information,and to be dealt with therein according to 
the Lamwgand for your ſo doing this ſhall be your ſufficient Warrant .Given 1n- 
der my Hand and Seal at Downham #n the ſaid Connty the 2gth day of 
April, :z the 3d Year of their ſaid Majeſties Rerpns, Anno. Dom. 16gr. 


The Name of the Juſtice who granted the Warrant, 'is here 
Omitted, becauſe we eſteem him wronged by Miſinformarion ; and 
alſo that when he underſtands the Envy and Abuſe of F. B. Grati- 
ficd by the Warrant, and what Impious and Wicked uſe he made 
thereof by Maliciouſly Interrupting and Diſturbing a Religious 
Mecting ; we hope the Juſtice (on more mature Conſideration) will 
be ſo Ingenuous and Tender as to wiſh he had not Granted F.B. any 
ſuch Warrant- againſt an Innocent Peaceable People, and that he 
may rather Reprehend F. B, for being too Buſie and Turbulent to 
his quiet Neighbours: For he muſt needs. underſtand that if there 
was a £4ilure or omiſſion (on our Friends part at 2414en-ha#) in not

Entrring their Meeting-Houſe upon Record (as the Law Directs) 
'vet that the Intent 6f the Government and Law 1s, that we ſhould 
Enjoy our Religious Meetings for the Worſhip of Aimighty God 
without any ſuch Diſturbance or Moleſtation as F, B, &c. made.

F. Buzg and- his Company being got to the Meeting before 
GC. W. and into the Gallery where our Minittring Friends uied to be 
after G. W. came and was waiting upon the Lord in -Silence , 
F. Buzg having preſent a Conſtable and Warrant (and firſt pre- 
miſing his Property as a Feoffee 1n truſt for the Meeting-Houſe, 
charged G. IV. with being, | 

Firſt, A Decerver of the People, 

2dly, A falſe Accnſer of the Bleſſed Martyrs, &c. 

3dly, A Favenrer of ſuch Principles as Border upon Blaſphemy. And 
offering a Paper of his Charge, which G. W. refuſed, deſiring to 
enjoy our Meeting peaceably, and anſwer F. B. afterwards. 

F. B. refuſed, and then asked if he would own certain Books 
which he had ? 

G. I, til] preſt for a Peaceable Meeting, and told him he Inter- 
rupted and Impoſed on us unwarrantably on that occaſion. 

F,B, ſtill refuſed to ſuffer us to- enjoy our Meeting Peaceably, 
ſaying, 1-will Impoſe upon you, | | 

G. IW. began to ſpeak a few words unto the People by way of 
Exhortation, &c, | | 

F. Bugg furiouſly i1.terrupted, calling, out, Conſtable do your Office, 
take G, Whitehead ard S. Cater away. 

G. W. ſaid, we come in the Love of God, thon comeſt as a 
Perſecutor ; but I fear not thy Perſecution, nor' what thou canſt 
do, thou'it but Diſcover thine own Envy, &c. 

Prieſt Archer ſaid, We know your Meeting is unlawful, 

G. W. How proveſt thoa that ? 

Prieft Archer, Your Meeting-Houſe is not Recorded-as the Law 
directs. 

G. W. Iknew not that, however our Meeting is for the Worſhip 
and Service of Almighty God, and both the Government and the 
Law intend our Liberty ; I was no cauſe of that Omiſſton of Ree 
cording the Meeting- Houſe. | Prieſt. 
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Prieſt, You ſhould have been better Informed aforehand. 

G.W. It is not Lawiul for you thus " Diſturb our Meeting, and 
I;terrupt our Religious Exerciſe - re {ce by this what you would be 
at, you would be at even ms =_ Work of Perſecution again, if there 
were 20t ſome Reftraintu you by Law, feelng you Lake this Ad- 
vantage of an Omiſlion of 2 Cirealiing i: Law thus to Diſturb 
us ard puta force ups 21 us 3 Pray be 19 Civi] as to let our Meeting 
be quiet till we have. ended. 

Pricſt, Mr. Buzg 1 woul id hare us with-draw and let them enjoy 
. their Mcettug g peaccably ; Tet us not Taxe the Advantage of the Law 

againſt them. 

F, B. 1 will not ſufter them, G. FT. ſhall not Preach here, he is 
a Decciver ; 'now I have him here I will haye him anſwer whether 
he owns theſe Books, and he ſhall take the Teſt too, be is Di/affeted 
to the Government. Foe 

G. W. See what a Convert thou haſt got of F. B. that thus con- 
tradicts his Teacher ; we are not come hither for Contention, nor 
am 1 willing now to aniwer thee (F. B.) nor to detain the Meeting 
about thy Brauling or. Glamorous Reviling, '&c. 1 am willing to 
meet thee and anſwer thee at any convenient plzce when our Meet- 
ing is over, and beſore any Judicious perſons ; pray let us enjoy our 
Meeting quietly. 

F. B. Thou art ior evading, and going into Holes and rLers, 
but I am glad I havegor thee here, doft thou own this Book? and 
this Book, &c. ? (holding them in his Hands.) 

G. W. 1 amor willing to aniwer thee at this preſent, I have 
ſomething to ſay to the People (and began to Declare, but inter- 
-rupted ſt1}1.) 

F. B. ] will not ſuffer you to Preach here z Conitable, Con- 
{table, where is your Warrant ? do your Office, take UV. FF, away, 

or I*!} Complain of you. 
© Conftable, Pray look upon this Warrant. [ But the Conſtable ap 
peared wiſer than F. B. and not to bu fie.] 

G. W. Pray let us enjoy our Mceting quictly, and then we will 
Anſwer you. . | 

F. B. Conſtable do your Office, take him away, he vill not own 
his Books [| which was a Lye, be only {uipended giving enſwer 2L 
thzt preſent. ] 

G. HY. being thus frequently anc forcably Interrupted when he 
- woulel have Declared ihe Truth ; for a little ſpace fit down in Si- 
lence, 
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ſence, breathing unto.-the Lord in Spirit, and then after a ſhort 
ſpace, was moved to fall down vpoa his Knees in Prayer for ſome 
time : Whereupon the Prieſt thus made interruption to the People, 
VIK. 

Prieft, All you that are in Communion with re, with-draw, do 
not joyn with him in Prayer, for he doth not Pray in the Name of 
Chriſt, | which was not true, and very unbecoming one that 
would be eſtcemed a Reverend Clergy-man, and many did not 
Obey him.J Prayer ended, F. Bugs began Diſturbance again, ſay- 
ing, do you own theſe Books, this, and this ? 

G. W. What are their Titles? 

F. B. The one is Judgment Fired, and the other Innocency againf7 
Envy, | 

G. I, 1 know no ſuch Book as Fudgment Fired, 

F. B. It is fndgment Fixed. 

G. W. Is not my Name toit ? F. B, Tes. 

G. VV. What need'it thou queſtion my owning it? IT own that } 
Writ moſt or the greateſt part of that Book, and ſhall not difown 
it; and for the other, [znocency againſt Envy, I alſo own it, the 
Errors of the Preſs excepted ; and this Anſwer I give, that thor 
mayſt not go away with a Lye, and ſay that Iam afraid to own 
my own Books, nor any think that 1am afraid to Anſyyer thee, for 
I have Diicourſed many Greater and Wiſer Men than thon art, who 
have ſhewn a great deal more Civility than thou haſt done. 

F. Bs Wife ſtood up to clear her Conſcience, being under a great 
Burthen and Conſtraint in Teſtimony againſt her Husband?s writ- 
ing Books againſt Friends, &c. contrary to Conviction, as having, 
expreſſed ſome trouble he was in for the ſame, and that if it had 
not been for Jo. Thrift (an abetter of his) he had not done what 
he did; ſaying, ſhe ſhould have Burnt. all his Papers, &c. with 
other Words. To which he made little Anſwer, but gave her the 
Lye openly ; but many preſent did believe ſhe ſpoke Truth, and in 
the fear of God, from a neceſlity laid upon her at that time. 

Prieſt. Mrs. Bugg, you ſhould not Diſcover your Husbands Naked- 
neſs; and Mr. Bugg you ſhould not Reveal your Secrets tothe 
Wife of your Boſom ; but you may fee the Enemies of a Man are 
thoſe of his own Houſe, &c. 

F. B, after ſeveral Reiterations of his groſs Lye, that G. W. 
was afraid to own his Books, and makirg a great Clamour and Noitz 
with Reviling Detractions and Perſonal Reflections, G. I. called 
to the Prieſt thys, viz. Thoy that art 31s Teacher or Miniſter, 1 
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pray thee ſpeak to him, and teach him to keep within the bounds of 
common Civility, and not to make this Clamour and theſe ſcurri- 
lous Detractions, and let us come to ſome matter in Controverſy, 
ſeeing we may not enjoy the Intended end of our Meeting quietly, 

Prieſt, Mr. Bugg pray forbear, &c. 

F. B. I will not hold my Tongue. 

G. W. Sce what a Convert thou haſt gotten of him, he will not 
be ſubjeC& ro his own Miniſter : Doſt thou not think him ſomewhat 
 Diſcompoſcd ? 

I defireone paſſige of his Book, for his Conformity, may be Read 
(Entituled the Quakers Detetted) it is that firſt page, (how hecameto 
be a Memberof our Society) Thou haſt the Book: F. 8. I pray thee ' 

lend it me a little (but he refuſed ro part with ic our of his Hand) 
whereupon a Friend preſent reacht one to us. 
G. W. Idefire this one Page may be read in the Meeting, which 


B. was very unwilling to. . 
Prieft. Pray let it be read , which accordingly was done : Which 


followeth, viz. 


"The firſt point under Conſideration is, how I came 

B. Q: Deteft. to be a Member of their Secicty (1. e. of the 
Quakers.) 

« Inthe Begining they Taught that all Men were Inlightned 
according to John 1.9. and that this Light wherewith Chriſt 
had Inlightned thera was ſuffictent,if obey ed.to lead to Salvation ; 
and that it was the work of the Miniſters of Chriſt to turn the 
Peoples minds from Darkneſs to Light, and from the Power of 
Satan to God: Afirming that this Light was a ſufficient Teacher, 
Leader and Guide to every Believer, without the help of out- 
ward Preſcriptions, Forms, Orders and Decrees of Men. Up- 
on theſe and the like Notions I became perſwaded to make Try- 


* al of their DoCtrine ; and when Icame to ſee and obſerve their 


Practice, Converſations and Deportments in the begining, and 
what ſimplicity and plainneſs attended their Miniſtry, | was 
ſtil] more Confirmed that it was a Diſpenſation of the Love of God 
ſent as aViſitation to Mankind ; and being thus perſwaded, I was 
refolved to bear the Croſs, and did utterly deſpiſe the ſhame 
that attended them and their Meſſage, and was not behind any 
of my Equals, both in Doing and Suffering for the Teſtimony 
thereof, as ſome amongſt them can ſtill bear me Witneſs; and 
in this manner we went on for many Years, and Loved one

« another with Love Unfeigned ; and doubtleſs God bleſſed owr Meer: 
& ings with the comfortable Enjoyment of his Preſerce, and gave. us 
Favour in the ſight of men, andnot a word of Conformity was 
« heard amongſt Us for many Tears together, nor no Lording, over 
each others Conſciences; but as every man was pertwaded by the 
Lord, fo he was frequently Exhorted to walk, &c. * 
[Thus far Fr. Bagg.] 

G. W. The Queſtionin Controverſy between us is, Whether the 
People called Quakers te Apoſtate from the Truth, or F. Bagg ? 
Which may be Reſolved from his own Book here; ſince his Confor- 
mity he owns the ſaid People to have been once no other than the 
People of God, ſound in DcCtrin and PraQtice in Chriſtian Love 
and Society, and that God bleſſed our Meetings with the Comfortable 
Enoymezt of his Preſence: At which time the People called Quakers 
were Diſſerters from the Church and Clergy of Emglaxd, and 
F. Bxgg then with them, and he writ then againſt the Prieſts and 
their Covetouſneſs and Oppreflion, &c. 

F. B. I am ſorry for that. 

Pr. He is now of another Judgment. 

G. W. When he ſo writ in the Commendation of the People 
and Society called Quakers, he was turned from them to the 
Church of Englard, whom he (as well as the People called Qua- 
kers) had Diſſented from ; and when Diſlenters were inthe Truth, 
according to bis own row Confeſſion poſitive and high Commenda- 
tion of them; from whence I infer, That if he himſeif and the 
Quakers were once (for many years together) not Apoſtates, but-+ 
in the Truth when Diſſenters, he mult needs now be the Apoſtate 
in his Conforming to the Church of England, contrary to theiz 
Practice and Teſtimony when no Apoltates, for he cannot be in 
the Truth nowand then too ;-if right, or in the Truth then, he is 
not right now ; 1f he ſaith he is-right, or in the Truth now =n 
10t then, this is to contradit his own Teſtimony of the Quakers 
and himſelf, as having been a Chriſtian Society , and the People 
of God, (yea, and that for many years, as he ſaith); ſo thar if 
right then, he cannot be right now (as aforeſaid) being turned 
from what he was, and owned then: I would have him Anſwer 
and clear himſelf of this Dilen:ma if hecan. 

But initead of Anſwering, he ſet to Reading on in his Book; for 
that was much of his ſhift to evade and tzke up time in Rezding in 
his own Books and Pampilets, inftead of giving fair Avſyer or 
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G. W. Seeing F. B. undertakes not to wind himſelf out of the 
Dilemma, ſee if thoa that art his Miniſter can do it for him. 

Pr. Mr. Bugg is now of another Judgment than he was, as Paul 
was when Converted ; before he thought he might do many things, 
even againſt the Name of Jeſus, but he was of another Judgment 
when Converted. 

G. VV. This inſtance will not hold parallel with the Caſe of 
F. Bugg, his is not a Converſion as Pauls was; Paxl did not ſay 
he was in the Truth (or a Chriſtian) before Converted ; but F.Bugy 
as good as ſaith he and the Society of the Quakers were once the 
People of God, and enjoyed his Comfortable Preſence when Diſ- 
ſenters from the Church and Clergy of England; but now contrary- 
wiſe he is turned to them (and Conformed) and from the Society 
called Quakers, I do not ſee how either he himſelf or thou canſt 
clear him or bring him from under the Dilemma. Is F. B. of another 
Judgment concerning the People called Quakers now, than he was 
when he writ this Book in 1686, wherein he highly Commends of 
the Society called Quakers ? 

Pr, He is now of another Judgment. 

G. W. Then he was of two different Judgments ſince he was 
Conformed to the Church of England: Come F. Bagg, what ſayſt 
thou ? Doſt thou now diſown what thou haſt writ in Commenda« 
tion of the People called Quakers in 1686 ? 
> F. B. No, I own what I then Writ. 

G. W. Then F. Bxyg and his Miniſter contradict each other ; 
he is of another Judgment, ſaith the Miniſter : No, I am not, ſaith 
F.B. I own what I writ. 

F. B. The Preſence of God may be among other Societies, as 
Presbyterians, Independents, Anabaptiſts. 

G. W. By the ſame rule his Conformity is ſo indifferent, that he 
may as well joyn with any of thoſe other Societies whom he never 

ſo highly commended of as he hath of the People called Quakers; 
- his Apoſtacy is apparent, he cannot clear himſelf of the Dilemma 
before Rehearſed upon his own Confeſſion, which is plain an Ar- 
gument as to Man, from his own Confeſſion, which no doubt was 
from inward Conviction. | 

Pr. He's Apoſtate from you, but not from the Truth. 

G. W. What faith F. B. to it, could he be in the Truth, both 
when in Society with the People called Quakers (being Diſſenters 
from the Church of England) and now in his Conformity mm 
unto ? | Yo 
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Pr, He Argues— Argumentum ad hominem, have a Care how you 
Anſwer him, there's a Snare in it; You are now of another Judg- 
ment. $1 

F. B. lam of another Judgment. 

G. W. Art thou of another Judgment than thou waſt when thou 
writ this Book in 1686 concerning thy being a Member of the So- 
ciety of the Quakers (ſo callPd)? If fo, at the ſame rate F. B. may 
alter his Judgment every two or three Years ; and thus he may 
write Books, and contradict them again ;z then what Credit is to 
be given unto his Books or Scribling; againſt the Quakers? The 
cauſe of his turning from us (as he pretends) is, that there are 
Canons or Rules among us, required tobe obſerved, and he aſſigns 
us only two of thoſe Canons - Firſt, Not to forſake our uſual Meet- 
ings in times of Perſecution. 2dly, Twice Publication of Marri- 
ages before our Mens and Womens D:ſtintt Meetings. 

F. B. They have no Foundation in the Scriptures. 

G. W. Yes, but they have: 1ſt. Not forſaking the Aſſembling of 
your ſelves together, as the manner of ſome 1s. 

2dly, The intent and end of our Womens Meetings, is good 
and Warrantable by Scripture; it is Religious, and for the Exer- 
Ciſe of a Chriſtian Care, with reſpe&t to Widows, Fatherleſs, In- 
digent, &c. And our Propoſing Marriages twice to both our Mens 
and Womens Meetings, is, that both may Inſpe& them, and ſee 
that they be clear and free from all Pre-contrafts, and have Conſent 
of Parents and Guardians, &c. This is a Juſt and Righteous end, 
which I hope you will not deny ; our Method herein hath been laid 
before the Civil Government, and approved of as Laudable and 
more ſafe than the Method of thoſe Prieſts of the Church of Erg- 
laxd who Marry perſons Clandeſtinly without the knowledg and 
conſent of Parents, where Heireſſes are Stoln and Marriages Theev- 
iſh; we have none ſuch among us, but due Publication and ſtrit 
Examination and Approvation, before Marriages be Solemnized a- 
mong us. | 

Pr. I am glad you have ſo much Diſcipline among you. 

G, W. But F. B. hath oppoſed it, and left us on pretence of 
being burdened in Conſcience with Canons, Rules, Laws, &Cc. 
among us, as if he were now joyned to a Church that hath no 
Canons or Rules ;z bur I think you have more tnan we, though we 
have Good and Warrantable Canons or Rules and! due Methods in 
Diſcipline, which we will ſtand by in the Face of all oops; 
B 2 ug 
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”atif Canons or Rules be the Burden of F. B.'s Conſcience, ther 
De ſhould have gone into ſome Society that hath no Canons, Rules, 
nor outward Methods ; and 1 know no ſuch Religious Society but 
they have both Rulcs and Methods in Diicipline, but the Ranters 
have not ; ſo F- B. might have gone among them, and not have 
been burthened with Canons, Rules and Methods, wherein he might 
have been more conſfiſtert with himſelf as to his Reaſon for his 
torſ{king our Religious Society. 
Pr. But I underſtood Mr. Bupg was diflatisfied with your Wo- 
mens Meeting apart from the Men. | 
G. W. Someilmes they meet together, and ſometimes apart, 
and they may not be refuſed that Liberty as an accommodatio:. 
for good Ends and Services in the Church. Good Women had a 
Service, ard did good Offices in the Primitive Chriſtian Church 
formerly, as Pheb: and others, Rom. 16. I remember when it was 
told F. B. there were Dearerefjer, or Wome:: 
+ Rom. 16. 1. Deacons Þ in the Church of Ckriit: He Anſwered 
BIAKOY If Y. (in one Book) that we had this out of ſome Hiſtory 
aſe .& Fe. or Popiſh Author, which was his ignorant Raſhneſs, 
for I had it firſt out of Proteſtant Authors, though both Proteſtants 
and Papiſts own that there were ſuch Deacoreſſes. Divers more 
things paſled, too tedious to Relate here at large : Some time 
was taken up by F. B, to excuſe his Compaſling his 15.1. Fine 
trom Samuel Cater, wherein when his Cuning and Crafty Deal- 
ing was Diſcovered both by himſelf, and laid open by SamuclC arer, 
divers People Laughed at him, and the Prieſt deemed it Wirt:ly done, 
but it was by the Wiſdom of the Serpent, (ſaid he). > 
G. W. Obſerve here F. B's own Miniſter confeſſes it was by the 
Wiſdom of the Serpent that he acted againit S. C. | 
Pr. It is Lawful ſometimes to uſe the Wiſdom of the Serpent ; 
our Saviour ſaid, be ye wiſe as Serpents, and innocent as Doves, 
G. W. Doſt thou really believe that F. Bugg was as Innocent as 
2 Dove in his Dealing, as he did by Samuel Cater ? 
No Anlwer to this. X 
Some time was alſo ſpent about Joſhua Bang's his requiring Satis- 
faction of F. B. for manifeſtly Injuring him in Print, which he 
could not Deny, but made no SatisfaCtion for the Injury done. 
Laſtly, G. W. gave publick Teſtimony in the Name of the Lord 
to clear himſelf and Friends from Popery, and from being Popiſh- 
Iy aftteted; And in oppoſition to F. B's Malicious and —_—_ 
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Charge and ReprGaches, tending to rerider him and his Friends 
Odious ard Obnoxtous to the Governnicat and People, too large 
here to inſert patticularly. | _— 

As for Samucl Knowles he {21d not much, ke appeared ſomewhat 
Infignificant, but only to help farward the lizhtneis and langhter 
of ſome People preſent, by his own Levity, lifting up tis Eyes and 
Hands as cne in Admiration (and credulyus of S. Bs infamous

count, with ſubril and various Endeavours to make Diviſion, Strife and 
Debate amongſt Vs; He the ſaid F.B. did onthe 30th of the 2d Month, 
1691. appear in our Meeting with a Warrant in the hands of a Con- 
Fable, abetted by Iſaac Archer aud Samuel Knowles, two PrieFts, the 
former of this Pariſh, the latter his late Curate , accompanied with 
many of their Hearers, ro whom he hath joyned himſelf in their Church 
Society, turning his back. as well upon his Chriſtian Quaker, as of his 
Apoſtate Quaker Cas he calls ſome) whoſe Countenance there, ſufficiently 
manifeFted him what manner of Chriſtian he was as to his deportment 
and Religion, to the Satisfattion of ſeveral who had retained ſome better 
thoughts of him, than that he only Connterfeited the Chriſtian Quaker, 
under a Malicious Diſguiſe and Subtil Deſign to make Diviſion, Strife 
and Comention amongſt us, though ſome believed otherwiſe then. And at 
the ſaid Meeting he offered G. W. a Paper, which he refuſing to accept 
at his Hand, F. B. ſaid that it contained three Charges : Concerning 
which, we Declare, That though at the fore-end of that Meeting G. W.

veryment, That for his offering to meet us to Prove matters of Fa#, 
his Challenge he here again renews on a Months notice, p. 2. whereby he 
has Granted that he has not yet proved matters of Fact againſt 
us ; we have his Clamourous Accuſations and Charges without 
Proofs ; ſtill he's more loud in's Charges than in's Proofs, as was

x. This Certificate is very unfair, partial, and unjuſt in both, 
as I could produce many more Witneſles to the Contrary, if [ 
ſhould go or ſend about to get hands; for that I did publickly 
own the ſaid Book, Judgment Fixed, and the other alſo that very 
day and place (the Errors of the Preſs excepted) ſome time before 
the Meeting was ended, as many can Witneſs : Thar at firſt I re- 

fuſed for ſome time to Anſwer F. B. but refuſed not to own my ſaid 
Books, or to anſwer his Charge at a more convenient time, which 
I did before parting , but would not preſently be forced nor 
frighted thereunto by his peremptory demands and threats (with 
Conſtable and Warrant) his imperiouſly impoſing upon me, I did 
not think my ſelf bound immediately to Anſwer at his demand, and _ 
in his time, but took my own time and method to give Anſwer.

And that in this manner (he faith) we went on for many years, aud 
Loved one another with Love unfained, and doubtleſs God bleſſed our 
Meetings with the comfortable Enjoyment of his Preſence; and as every 
man was perſwaded by the Lord, fo he was frequently exhortrd to walk. 
See his Quakers Derefted, p. 3. before cited more at large ; from 
all which, pray obſerve how plainly he hath confeſſed, ſince he 
was Conformed to the Church of Ezglarnd, in the year, 1686, both 
to the Truth of the Quakers DoQrin, Miniſtry, Society, Bleſſed 
Meetinp, and Immediate Teaching of the Lord, which he faith was 
in the beginning, as if now they were Declined ; however it was 
fince they were a People R=ligicus and Chriſtian Society, and he 
one among them (accordirg tc his own confeſſion) and both theſe 
People called Quakers, while in ſuch Purity and Bleſſedneſs,yea, and 
LFncient Splendor alſo, (as he ſaith Þ 14. of his One Blow, &c.) were 
all Diſſenters from the Church of England, and bore Teſtimony 
againlt the Clergy, and Prieſts, and Tythes, their Covetouſneſs , 
Oppreſlion and Perſecution ; but now F. B. ( and not the People 
called Quakers) 'is turned back to the Prieſts whom he _— 
_ again 
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againſt, when he owned the ſaid People to be: the People of God, 
and both ſound in Dofctrin and. Prattice (who ſtill perſevere in 
their Teſtimony.) But F, B. is Fallen, Back-ſliden and Apoſtatiz-

Theſe Evaſions and Shifcs will not cover nor 
excuſe him, nor warrant his Temporifing, and turning to the 
Prieſts and Church of England, contrary to that Dodtrin and 
Teſtimony which he ſaith we Taught in the beginning, but ill 
he appears « /elf-condemned Perſon, guilty of deep Hypocriſy therein, 
acting contrary to manifeſt conviction in his own Conſcience ;

In the beginning 
we Taught that all Men are Enlightned by Chriſt, and ſo do we 
ſtil}; and that this Light of Chriſt is ſufficient to lead unto S3l- 
vation, if obeyed without outward Rules, Laws, &c. of Men's- 
preſcribing or making, or without Human Preſcriptions ; and ſo 
we ſay ſtill, this Light is ſufficient ; and yet by this Light re- 
prove dark and envious Oppoſers of Women's Godly Meetings (ga- 
thered in the Name and Light of Chriſt Jeſus by his Power ) 
which have been amang us many years, before F. B. left us, 
even in ſuch times, wherein he has granted us to be in our Anci- 
ent Splendor, a Glorious Church, &c. yet-:now in contradiction to 
himſelf, is both an Oppoſer of our Women's Meetings, and an 
Adverſary to our Chriſtian Diſcipline and good Order; elſe why 
does he oppoſe the Dodrrin of the Light within thereunto?

tire Unity with their Brethren, they would not have made any 
ſich Oppolition or Breach upon any dne or neceſſary Methed, 
Order or Diſcipline, agreed upon by them, or in a Chriſtian Soci- 
ety, which they pretended to be Members of; and iuch gain no 
Reputation by ſuch Advocates as F. Bugg. And further the true

But for the 
beft of Spirits inſtead of Cold Water, it is a falſe Infinuation, as 
well as Non-ſenſe; Who can drink the beſt of Spirits inſtead of 
Water ? And we covet no Man's Meat, nor Drink, nor Gold, nor 
Silver, nor Apparel, but Preach the Goſpel freely as ever; yet arene- 
ceſlitated to Ride on Horſe-back ſometimes, becauſe not fo able 
to Walk on Foot, as in the Beginning : And ſome have better 
Cloaths than at firſt, for ſome had their Cloaths torn among 
Bryers and Thorns, by the Woolfilh Perſecutors and Followers 
of Perſecuting Prieſts ; others their Cloaths much Worn, by lying 
in Priſons upon Straw, Boards, Floors, &c. for their Chriſtian 
Teſtimony; and they could not always wear their old Cloaths, 
they mult ſometimes have new ones; theſe are no Proofs of their 
Deſertion or Apoſtacy. And for Periwigs well fer or itt ſer, we 
do very little affe& or care for them, we like no extravagant or 
unneceſſary ones,though probably ſome who have loſt their own Hair, 
either by hard Impritonment or Sickneſs, or by outward Weak- 
neſs, Infirmity or Age, may have neceſſity to wear ſome ſhort 
Wigs , to keep their Ears from Deafneſs, and Heads and Necks 
from Cold, who otherwiſe had rather be without them. Now if 
F. B. or any other ſhould judge ſuch as guilty of Pride or Apo- 
tacy therein, when their Conſciences in the ſight of God witneſs 
The contrary ; ſuch his and their Judgment would be very Unjuſt, . 
and judged of God and his Truth, as well as extravagant, ranting 
and unneceſlary Wigs. 

And as for Coaches, Czllaſhes and Foot-boys, we know of few

1. That perſonal RefleCtions and calling Names meerly for Re- 
ligion, is neither the way to beget to God nor Chriſtian ; but 
Refleftions and Names ſuitable to the il] Qualities, ill Natures 
and corrupt Practices of Perſons, This is not to ſtrike at 
the Creature diſtin from that power that Captivates it , but 
chiefly at that power of Darkneſs in its own birth and deprav- 
ed Generation ; And ſuch RetteQtions or Names are not given 
for Religion ſake ; but becauſe of ſome Perſons Depravity and 
Degeneration. F. B. knows that fome in the Scripture are 
called both Bulls, greedy dumb Dogs, ravening Wolves, generation of 
Vipers, Serpents, evil Beaſts, Amichriſts, Reprobates, &c. And I 
would ak F, Bygg if he did not Believe the covetous Prieſts 
of the World were ſuch , when he was in Society with the 
People called Quakers, and owned them both in DoCctrin and 
Prattice in their Antient Splendour and Glory, as he hath 
ſince confeſt they once were ?
